dates light frosts were reported. They resulted 
in no Injury, however, except lu the more 
elevated districts In the Eastern parts ot the 
slate, where some damage - reported to gar- 
den vegetables. The reports rrom which this 
bulletin Is compiled do not cover I be condi- 
tions of last night, but so tar as can be ascer- 
tained from all available sources of informa- 
tion very heavy frosts ocourred. and it is 
probable that serious damage resulted from 
them. In the Northern sections of the state 
temperatures near or below the f rci zing point 
are reported from several places. It is yet 
early to estimate the exteut of the damage, 
for it Is possible that the cloudy conditloi 
which doubtless prevailed In many section 
together with the brisk winds, may have mil 
gated to some extent the effects of the la 
temperatures reported. 

Tho showers which fell during the we* 
were not, as a rule, very heavy, but tbey wei 
well distributed and of great benefit to veg 
tatlon. which was Just commencing to need 
ram. Heporis received Indicate that I 
showers were heaviest and most rreque 
the Central and Nortnern counties. ! 
few cases or high winds and damage to ft 
and trees are reported. ITp to the present 

eleut for the needs of all crops. 

There ate not so many complaints of 
age lrom cut worms and army worms 
week, and it is thought that from the present 
time on their ravages will diminish. The 
tent of the Injury Inflicted by them cannot be 
estimated now. as reports relative to tbe 
Ject are of tbe most conflicting character, but 
It is apparent tbat no portion of the stato has 
escaped them. and that In many counties they 
have caused very serious anncyanceand dam- 
age.

It has been represented to The Pica 
yune that many plain people do not un- 
derstand many of the terms that are 
used in tbe discussion of financial ques- 
tions, and that it would be a valuable 
service to a large class to explain in sim 
pie style the main facts of tbe silver 
question and give the meaning of such 
terms as are puzzling to the reader. 

As The Picayune has been discussing 
rather extensively many matters 
nected wilh ihe financial themes tbat 
are now of absorbing interest to the peo 
pie, and as it hat been writing principally 
for the benefit of the plain people and 
tbe working classes, it willingly complies 
with the request mentioned above. As 
these matters may be considered too sim- 
ple and elementary for advanced students 
of finance, they are not expectad to give 
them any attention; but the plain folk, 
Tor whom they arc intended, are re- 
quested to read them. 

If there is a subject today upon 
which the people of the United States 
ought to be informed it is that of finance, 
which is the issue upon which the great 
political parties are divided and which 
threatens to cause a social and industrial 
revolution in the country. In order to 
know for themselves the force and mean- 
ing of the conflicts now in progress in 
regard to the money of the country, so 
as not to be carried away by any falte 
doctrines and wild and ruinous theories, 
the people should be instructed in all the 
plain elements of finance and so be able 
to judge for themselves on all such mat 

"Gresham's Law'' of money is con- 
stantly being referred to in financial (lis 
cussions. It is a statement of the fact 
established by all experience that bad 
money always drives out good money. 
When two sorts of money come together

Thus, from 18C2, when the first 
greenbacks were issued, gold, being tbe 
better money, wgs bid away and held at 
a premium, while the greenbacks bicume 
the sole currency in circulation, and 
wheu gold was needed In pay foreign 
bills it had to be purchased at a premium, 
which went so high that at one time it 
look |2 8o of paper to procure f 1 
of gold. 

Gresham's law was not named from the 
present United Slates Secretary of State, 
but from Sir Thomas Gresham, a London 
merchant of the time of Henry VIII. aud 
Klizabeth. Under the latter he was 
financial agent of the Crown and was the 
adviser of the Government in financial 
affairs. He was founder of the Royal 
Exchange. The law of money which he 
first announced has ever since held good. 

Free coinage of silver is the real bur 
den of the financial controversy. Free 
coinage means the right of any person 
who has gold or silver to have it coined 
at the Mint. It does not mean coinage 
free of charge, Tor the Stint has a right 
to exact a fee for all coinage, but the free 
and unrestricted right to carry bullion to 
the Mint and have it coined. Free coin- 
age exists for gold only. The Mint will 
coin anybody's gold just as a couutry 
foil mill will grind anybody's corn. But 
there is no such privilege accorded to sil- 
ver. The Mint will not coin private til 
vcr. but only that which has been pur 
chased by Ihe Government. If free coin

foreigners, or whether mined in the 
United States or in foreign countries, 
could be taken to the Mint anil coined 
into dollars, and those dollars, less the 
fee for coinage, would bo handed out to 
the owner of the bullion. 

That is what tbe silver men want. b«t 
it is a privilege which Congress has ul 
ways refused to grant, fur fear it would 
flood the country with depreciated silver. 
The facts of tbe situation are briitly 
these: The silver dollar is composed of 
371 25 grains of pure tilver and 41.2.5 
grains of alloy of no value, the total 
weight being 413.50 grains. The gold 
dollar contains 2^.23 grains of pure gold 
and 2.53 grains of alloy not counted, 
making a total weight of 25 1 graint. 
Therefore the relation of the silver dollar 

tbe gold dollar is nearly, but not quite.

valuable as silver, and so a silver dot 

', to be of the same value as a gold 
dollar, has to be about 16 limes as Ueavy 
That uiakca the ratio of 16 to 1 which is 
so much talked of, and, therefore, by the 
Mint standard, 16 ounces of silver are 
reckoned to be worth 1 ounce of gold 

An ounce of pure gold is worth at the 
Miut S20 67. It is worth that in Ihe 
commercial market of New York, and ii 
hat a value corresponding to that in the 
mint* and commercial markets of 
London, Paris, Berlin and other European 
countries. There is no fluctuation iu 
this value. It never changus and is 
always the same. Far different are the 
conditions wilh silver. In order that 
xteen ounces of silver thall be equal to 
one ounce of gold which has the value of 
930 67. one ounce of »ilver must bo 
worth %\ 20. and this is Us rating at the 
Unlled Slate* Mint. But It ha* no such 
value In the commercial market of New 
York, nor in the minlt or marktu of 
any European countries. An ounce of 
■liver cm be bought for about 70 oenta or 
teat iu toy market, and, therefore, iu 
Mint rating it wholly artificial. 

It makes no difference, to far a* a 
tiatemant of the situation it concerned, 



what hat cauiod to great a decline la 

the commercial value of tilver. The 
actual fact is that while tbe white metal 
la rated at tbe United Statet Mint at 
•1 20 an ounce It It worth In tbe markets 

of the world about 60 to 70 cents, or less, 
and if free coinage were allowed, it 
would be postible for any person to 
purchase tilver in the market, and after 
baviug it coined into dollars, pay it out 
at the rate of $1 29 an ounce. 

Now, it is evident that every tilver 
dollar rated as above, while it it de- 
clared by the Mint stamp to be worth 
100 cents, contains somewhere about 50 
cents worth of tilver, and, by con- 
sequence, the remainder for which it 
stands is a fictitious value, which would 
have no existence if it were not 
guaranteed by tbe United States Govern 
ment. But the Government guarantee is 
jutt like that of any individual. It 
depends on the ability of the Govern 
ment to make it good. A Government 
has no other means of getting money 
the people.

as gold, there would be a time when it 
would not be able to do this, because it 
would be out of the reach of ita ability 
to raise taxes sufficient, which it the 
limit of the Government's credit. The 
Government's credit is measured by the 
extreme limit of its capacity to collect 
taxes without driving tbe people to 
desperation and revolt. Should the 
people refuse to pay. there is no power 
to compel them, and repudiation of the 
public debt would be the last retort. 
To flood the couniry with 50-cent silver

In the matter of the Maaon county free 
turnpike injunction case the opinion of 
Judge Hazelrigg is here given in fall: 

"The plaintiff has presented a copy of 
tbe record in this case and moved the 
undersigned, a Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, to reinstate Ihe injunction hereto- 
fore dissolved by Die Judge or tbe Masou 
Circuit Court. 

"Upon a careful consideration of the 
very important question involved, it is 
thought that although the act of May. 
18btJ, may not have been rendered nuga- 
tory by the amendment in 1SU0. repealing 
its eighth sec-lion, or even repealed bv

HcKlNLKT AND WILSON ABROAD. 

In 1890 William McKinley was burned 
in effigy in the English manufacturing 
city oj Sheffield; but in 1894 William 
L. Wilton was dined and wined in London
